The Department maintains that 


the motor license funds should be used for maintenance pur- 
poses except in emergencies such as meeting the Federal aid 
in o'rder to hold it for the state. If the bond issue » passed it 
will not be necessary to take $4,000,000 from license moneys. 


In accordance with the fixed policy of the Department of 


Highways the construction now decided upon will b« confined 
to primary highways. The allocation of this program w«s made 
after a careful study of the relative needs and merits of the 
individual case, with proper consideration for distribution andf 
previous construction, and the entire cost will be paid by the 
Commonwealth. 


"The Department realzes," said Secretary Wright, "that 


there naturally will be many disappointments, but this is in- 
evitable, in view of the limited funds available as contrasted 
with the great volume of demand. In determining the meiita 
of each case the Department had information from all available 
sources, including that revealed by its own traffic survey. 


"No change will be made in the program as now announc-

The Department maintains that 


the motor license funds should be used for maintenance pur- 
poses except in emergencies such as meeting the Federal aid 
in o'rder to hold it for the state.
